Four-time Big Ten and two-time NWCA Coach 
of the Year Tom Brands enters his 15th sea- 
son as head wrestling coach at the University 
of lowa in 2020-21. A 1996 Olympic gold med- 
alist and member of wrestling’s Hall of Fame, 
Brands is only the eighth wrestling coach at 
the University of lowa. The former Hawkeye 
wrestler was a four-time All-American and 
three-time national champion (1989-92) at lowa. He has a 231-23-1 (.908) 
overall and 108-10 (.915) Big Ten coaching record at lowa. He has a 248-43-1 
(.851) career mark. 

In 14 seasons as lowa’s head coach, Brands has led the Hawkeyes to three 
NCAA and five Big Ten team titles, crowning 12 NCAA champions, 19 Big 
Ten champions and 82 All-Americans. lowa has had 129 Academic All-Big Ten 
recipients, including a school-record 17 in 2019-20. The Hawkeyes have quali- 
fied 128 wrestlers for the NCAA Championships in the last 14 years, sending 
the entire 10-man lineup in 2010, 2014, 2015, and 2020. lowa has won or 
shared the Big Ten regular season title 10 times in Brands’ 14 seasons. 

lowa set the national collegiate dual meet attendance record of 42,287 
when lowa defeated top-ranked Oklahoma State, 18-16, on Nov. 14, 2015 at 
the Grapple on the Gridiron at Kinnick Stadium. lowa has led the nation in at- 
tendance in each of Brands’ 14 seasons, setting an NCAA all-time attendance 
average of 12,568 in 2019-20. 

Brands has twice been named NWCA National Coach of the Year. He was 
first honored in 2008 after leading the Hawkeyes to their first NCAA team title 
since 2000 and their first Big Ten team title since 2004. He was later recog- 
nized in 2020, when the top-ranked Hawkeyes won Big Ten regular season 
and tournament championships and entered the NCAA Championships as the 
favorite to win the team title. The tournament was canceled due to the CO- 
VID-19 pandamic. 


HEAD COACH TOM BRANDS 


Brands was named Big Ten Coach of the Year in 2008, 2009, 2010, and 2020. 
He is the only coach in program history to earn the award four times. 

Brands served as head coach at Virginia Tech University for two seasons 
(2005-06), recording a 17-20 dual mark. In his first season with the Hokies, 
Brands led the team to the 2005 regular season Atlantic Coast Conference 
title, set a school record for dual meet wins (16) and had a school-record five 
wrestlers qualify for the NCAA Championships. During his tenure, Virginia Tech 
crowned five ACC champions and had two All-Americans. Senior heavyweight 
Mike Faust was named 2006 ACC Wrestler of the Year. 

Prior to taking the helm at Virginia Tech, Brands was an assistant coach at 
lowa for 12 seasons (1993-2004). He helped the Hawkeyes to a 177-27 dual 
record, seven NCAA and eight Big Ten team titles, while crowning 23 NCAA 
champions, 73 All-Americans and 36 Big Ten champions. He was named the 
National Wrestling Coaches Association Assistant Coach of the Year in 2000. 

In 2004, he was one of three coaches for the U.S. Olympic freestyle wrestling 
team, participating in Athens, and in 2016 he was named a volunteer coach of 
the United States Olympic team in Rio. Brands also served as assistant coach 
for the U.S. Freestyle World Teams in 2001, 2002, 2003, 2013, 2014, and 2015. 
He was named Freestyle Coach of the Year by USA Wrestling in 2002 and 2003. 
He has coached a number of other U.S. teams in international competition. 

As acompetitor, Brands won the 1996 Olympic freestyle gold medal at 136.5 
pounds in Atlanta, Georgia. He also won a gold medal at the 1993 World Cham- 
pionships in Toronto, two World Cup gold medals (1994, 1995) and was the 1995 
Pan American Games champion. He won four U.S. National titles (1993-96) and 
made four straight U.S. World or Olympic teams (1993-96). Along with his twin 
brother, Terry, Tom was named 1993 USA Wrestling Athlete of the Year, the 1993 
John Smith Outstanding Freestyle Wrestler, and 1993 Amateur Wrestling News 
Man of the Year. He was inducted into wrestling’s Hall of Fame in 2001. 

Brands was a four-time All-American at lowa (1989-92). During his Hawkeye 
career, he won three NCAA titles and was named Outstanding Wrestler of the 
1992 NCAA Championships. Also a three-time Big Ten champion, Brands won 
95 percent of his matches at lowa. His career mark of 158-7-2 includes an unde- 
feated season in 1991 (45-0). 

The Sheldon, lowa, native was born April 9, 1968. He earned his B.S. de- 
gree in physical education from lowa in 1992. He and his wife, Jeni, have three 
adult children, Madigan, Kinsee and Tommy.

Two-time World Champion and 2000 Olym- 
pic bronze medalist Terry Brands is in his 
22nd season on the University of lowa staff. 
Brands was promoted to associate head 
coach in 2011 after serving two stints (2008- 
10 and 1992-2000) as an assistant coach at 
lowa. 

During the last 12 seasons, Brands has 
helped lowa to two NCAA and four Big Ten team titles, crowning nine NCAA 
champions, 72 All-Americans, 17 Big Ten champions and 105 academic All- 
Big Ten honorees. lowa owns a 186-17-1 dual record since Brands returned 
to the staff in 2008. 

Since returning to campus, lowa set school records for longest dual un- 
beaten (84) and winning streaks (69), longest dual road unbeaten (51) and 
winning streaks (44), most Carver-Hawkeye Arena victories (11) and most 
dual shutouts (8). lowa also made another entry in the record books, set- 
ting the national collegiate dual meet attendance record of 42,287 when it 
defeated top-ranked Oklahoma State on Nov. 14, 2015, at Kinnick Stadium 
in the Grapple on the Gridiron. 

Brands rejoined the Hawkeye staff in 2008 after a three-year stint (2005- 
08) as USA Wrestling’s National Freestyle Resident Coach in Colorado 
Springs, Colorado. During his tenure, Brands worked with 2008 U.S. Olympic 
freestyle gold medalist Henry Cejudo and 2006 World champion Bill Zadick. 

He has coached the Hawkeye Wrestling Club since returning to campus, 
and in 2014 he was named USA Wrestling’s Terry McCann Freestyle Coach 
of the Year. 

His previous collegiate coaching experience includes three years as head 
coach at the University of Tennessee-Chattanooga (2002-05), and as an as- 
sistant coach at Montana State-Northern (2001-02), the University of Ne- 
braska (2000-01), and the University of lowa (1992-2000). At Chattanooga, 
Brands led the Mocs to the 2005 Southern Conference title, crowning three 
conference champions and two All-Americans. At lowa, he helped the Hawk- 
eyes win seven NCAA and Big Ten titles, crowning 19 NCAA and 26 Big Ten 
champions. lowa’s dual record of 115-12-1 during his tenure included three 
undefeated seasons (14-0 in 1995, 17-0 in 1996 and 18-0 in 2000). 

Brands was one of the nation’s greatest freestyle wrestlers, winning World 
titles in 1993 in Toronto, Canada, and in 1995 in Atlanta, Georgia, at 125.5 
pounds (57 kg). He won World Team titles as a member of the 1993 and 1995 
U.S. World Teams. In 1993, he won a world title the same year his brother, 
Tom, was a World champion at 136.5 pounds (62 kg). They became the first 
U.S. brothers to win World Titles during the same year. Terry was named 
1993 USA Wrestling Athlete of the Year, 1993 John Smith Freestyle Wrestler 
of the Year and 1993 Amateur Wrestling News Man of the Year. 
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ASSOCIATE HEAD COACH TERRY BRANDS 


Brands placed second at the 1996 U.S. Nationals and the 1996 Olympic 
Team Trials, falling just short of making the U.S. Olympic Team. He qualified 
for the 1997 and 1999 U.S. World Teams, but did not compete. In 2000, he 
made a comeback and won the U.S. Olympic Team Trials at 127.75 pounds 
(58 kg). He earned a bronze medal at the 2000 Olympic Games in Sydney, 
Australia. 

A two-time World Cup champion (1994, 1995), Brands won a gold medal 
at the 1995 Pan American Games. He was a two-time silver medalist at the 
respected Yarygin Tournament in Krasnoyarsk, Russia. Brands won three 
U.S. Nationals titles, and was runner-up three times. He was inducted into 
the National Wrestling Hall of Fame in 2006. 

Brands was a two-time NCAA champion, three-time All-American and 
three-time Big Ten champion for the Hawkeyes (1989-92) at 126 pounds. 
He ended his career at lowa with a 137-7 record. He ranks fourth in single- 
season victories (43 - 1990-91), and fifth in career winning percentage (.951) 
and career wins (137). He ranks sixth in career pins (48) and 10th in single- 
season pins (18 - 1990-91). He is one of 19 Hawkeyes in program history to 
post an undefeated season record, going 35-0 in 1991-92.

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The Hawkeye Nickname 


The University of lowa borrowed its athletic nickname from the state of lowa many years ago. 
The name Hawkeye was originally the name of the hero in the fictional novel, The Last of the 
Mohicans, written by James Fenimore Cooper. Cooper had the Delaware Indians bestow the 
name on a white scout who lived with them. 

In 1838, 12 years after the book was published, people in the territory of lowa acquired the 
nickname, chiefly through the efforts of Judge David Rorer of Burlington and James Edwards of 
Fort Madison. 

Edwards, editor of the Fort Madison Patriot, moved his paper to Burlington in 1843 and 
renamed it the Burlington Hawkeye. The two men continued their campaign to popularize the 
name, and territorial officials eventually gave it their formal approval. 


Herky The Hawkeye 

The Hawkeye nickname gained a tangible symbol in 1948 when a cartoon character, later to 
be named Herky the Hawkeye was hatched. The creator was Richard Spencer Ill, instructor of 
journalism at lowa. 

The impish Hawk was an immediate hit and acquired a name through a statewide contest 
staged by the athletic department. John Franklin, a Belle Plaine alumnus, was the man who 
suggested Herky. 

Since his birth more than 65 years ago, Herky has symbolized lowa athletics and epitomized 
university life. He even donned a military uniform during the Korean War and became the insig- 
nia of the 124th Fighter Squadron. 

During the mid-1950s, Herky came to life at a football game as the lowa mascot. Since that 
time, Herky has been a familiar figure at lowa athletics events. 


School Colors 

For 40 years lowa was without school colors, but in 1887 a group of 50 seniors met on the steps 
of the Old Capitol to decide what are now the school official colors. They chose gold, the color 
of lowa’s vast corn fields and black, the color of the rich soil. 


School Fight Song 
The lowa Fight Song was written in 1950 by Mason City, 
lowa, native Meredith Willson. Best known as the creator of 
Broadway's “The Music Man,” Willson was awarded a 1963 


University of lowa Alumni Association Distinguished Service 
Award for “setting the spirit of lowa to music.” The lively cheer 
is sung hundreds of times during lowa athletics events the 
year around.

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NCAA CHAMPIONSHIP SEASONS 


No team has dominated collegiate wrestling like the University of lowa Hawkeyes since the mid 1970s. lowa captured nine straight NCAA titles from 1978-86 and has won 


23 of the last 44. During that span lowa boasts 83 All-Americans and 71 individual champions. Following are summaries of lowa’s 23 NCAA championship seasons. 


1975 
lowa posted an undefeated dual season (17-0-1), set 
a school mark for wins and won its first NCAA title. 
The team had a school-record five All-Americans, na- 
tional champs in Chuck Yagla and Dan Holm, and four 
dual shutouts. 


1976 

lowa won its second straight NCAA title and captured 
14 of 15 duals. A school-record three Hawkeyes (Brad 
Smith, Chuck Yagla and Chris Campbell) won NCAA 
titles. Yagla won his second straight title and was the 
meet's Outstanding Wrestler. lowa won the title by al- 
most 40 points and amassed a national record 123 
1/4 points. 


1978 
The Hawkeyes started their nine-year string of na- 
tional championships and were 15-1 in duals. lowa’s 
one-half point margin of victory at the NCAA meet 
gave the Hawkeyes their third title in four years. This 
team was the first in college history to win the national 
championship without an individual champion. 


1979 
Coach Dan Gable’s first undefeated and untied 
(19-0-0) team included NCAA champs Bruce Kinseth 
and Randy Lewis. Kinseth, who had a school-record 
23 pins, was named Outstanding Wrestler at the 
NCAA Meet. He pinned all four opponents at Big Tens 
and all five at nationals. 


1980 
lowa won its third straight national title with a school-re- 
cord eight all-Americans, including NCAA champions 
Randy Lewis (134) and Ed Banach (177). A 34-match 
dual winning streak was snapped by Cal-Poly, 27-12. 


1981 
The winningest team (21-1) in lowa annals boasted 
nine All-Americans and seven Big Ten champs. Broth- 
ers Ed and Lou Banach won NCAA titles. The 10-man 
lineup had an overall record of 302-45-2. lowa won 
the NCAA title by 29 1/2 points. 


1982 
Three NCAA champions - Barry Davis, Jim Zalesky 
and Pete Bush - paced the undefeated (16-0-1) na- 
tional champions. Davis set the lowa season mark for 
wins with 46. The Hawkeyes had eight All-Americans 
and piled up a record 131 3/4 points at the NCAAs. 


1983 
lowa set a Big Ten record with nine league champs, 
compiled a 17-1 dual record and won a sixth consecu- 
tive NCAA crown. lowa had nine All-Americans, a tour- 
nament record. Ed Banach won his third NCAA title in 
four years. Carver-Hawkeye Arena opened its doors 
with a 35-7 victory over Oklahoma. 


1984 
The Hawkeyes were 16-1 in duals and won both 
NCAA and Big Ten titles. Jim Zalesky, named Out- 
standing Wrestler at the NCAAs, posted his second 
straight undefeated campaign and closed his career 
with 89 straight wins. Five Hawkeyes made the na- 
tional championship match. 


1985 
Gable’s second perfect season record (18-0-0) was 
accomplished with nine All-Americans and eight Big 
Ten champions. Davis, who won his third NCAA title, 
earned Outstanding Wrestler. For the second year in 
a row, five Hawkeyes wrestled in NCAA title matches. 


1986 
The Hawkeyes’ record-tying ninth straight national 
team title was a record-shattering performance. lowa 
set all-time NCAA records for points scored (158), 
margin of victory (73.25) and national champs (five)! 
Marty Kistler was the Hawkeyes’ third straight NCAA 
Outstanding Wrestler award winner. Six wrestlers won 
at least 30 matches. The ninth straight NCAA cham- 
pionship tied the all-time record for consecutive titles. 


1991 

lowa regained the national title that had eluded it 
since 1986, crowning nine All-Americans at the NCAA 
meet in lowa City. Tom Brands (134) won his second 
straight title and was joined on the victory stand by 
Mark Reiland (167). Tom Brands ended the year with 
a perfect 45-0 record. lowa’s team total of 157 was just 
one shy of the NCAA record, set by lowa in 1986. The 
Hawkeyes won their 18th straight Big Ten title. 


1992 

Gable's third perfect season (16-0-0) was accom- 
plished by nine All-Americans, including NCAA 
champs Terry Brands, Tom Brands, and Troy Steiner. 
Tom Brands won his third consecutive NCAA title and 
was named Outstanding Wrestler. The Hawkeyes 
won their 19th straight Big Ten crown (6 champs) 
and second straight NCAA title. The lowa-lowa State 
dual meet (a 29-8 lowa victory) drew an NCAA record 
15,291 fans in lowa City. 
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1993 

lowa rebounded from a midseason slump to win a 
third straight NCAA title and 20th consecutive Big Ten 
title. The Hawkeyes fell from the top of the Amateur 
Wrestling News poll with a 24-20 loss to Nebraska at 
the National Duals in Lincoln, NE, in late January, but 
regrouped to go 8-0 down the stretch. Seven Hawk- 
eyes earned All-America honors, headlined by nation- 
al champs Lincoln Mcllravy and Terry Steiner. Steiner 
was named Outstanding Wrestler at the NCAA Meet, 
and his brother Troy was selected Big Ten Athlete of 
the Year. Gable was named Big Ten Coach of the Year 
for the first time. 


1995 

The Hawkeyes won their 15th NCAA title and 22nd 
consecutive Big Ten title while posting an undefeated 
dual meet record (14-0). Nine Hawkeyes were named 
to the All-America team for the sixth time in school 
history. The All-Americans were Ray Brinzer, Mark 
Ironside, Jeff McGinness, Lincoln Mcllravy, Mike 
Mena, Matt Nerem, Joel Sharratt, Daryl Weber and 
Bill Zadick. 


1996 

lowa finished its second consecutive dual meet sea- 
son undefeated, posting a 17-0 record. The Hawkeyes 
won their 23rd consecutive Big Ten title and their 16th 
national title. Gable was named Big Ten Co-Coach of 
the Year and sophomore Mark Ironside was selected 
Big Ten Wrestler of the Year. Seniors Daryl Weber 
and Bill Zadick and sophomore Joe Williams all won 
their first NCAA titles. Seven Hawkeyes earned All- 
American honors, including Lee Fullhart, Ironside, 
Mike Mena, Mike Uker, Weber, Williams and Zadick. 


1997 

The Hawkeyes scored an NCAA record 170 team 
points en route to their 17th national title in Dan Ga- 
ble’s final season as head coach. lowa crowned five 
national champions (Jessie Whitmer, Mark Ironside, 
Lincoln Mcllravy, Joe Williams and Lee Fullhart), and 
eight All-Americans. Mcllravy was named Outstand- 
ing Wrestler of the NCAA Championships. The Hawk- 
eyes also won their 24th consecutive Big Ten title, and 
Ironside was named Big Ten Wrestler of the Year for 
the second consecutive year.

Led by head coach Jim Zalesky, the Hawkeyes won 
their 25th consecutive Big Ten title and their 18th na- 
tional title. Seniors Mark Ironside, Jeff McGinness and 
Joe Williams all won Big Ten and NCAA individual ti- 
tles. Ironside was named Big Ten wrestler of the Year, 
McGinness was selected Outstanding Wrestler of the 
Big Ten meet and Williams garnered Outstanding 
Wrestler honors at the NCAA meet.

1999 

lowa won their eighth NCAA title in the 1990’s and 
their 19th overall at an exciting national meet in 
University Park, PA. The Hawkeyes’ two-point vic- 
tory margin was the closest in 20 years. Sophomores 
Doug Schwab and T.J. Williams each won their first 
national titles, while sophomore Eric Juergens and se- 
niors Lee Fullhart and Jamie Heidt earned All-America 
honors. Heidt, Schwab and Williams all won Big Ten 
titles. 


2000 
The Hawkeyes won seven consecutive matches, 
scoring 23 1/2 points, in the consolation round to 
come from behind and win their sixth consecutive 
NCAA Championship in St. Louis, MO. lowa crowned 
one individual national champion in junior 133-pound- 


er Eric Juergens, while juniors Jody Strittmatter, Doug 
Schwab and T.J. Williams, sophomore Mike Zadick 
and senior Wes Hand earned All-America honors. 
The Hawkeyes went 18-0 in duals, and recaptured the 
conference team title. Big Ten individual champs were 
Strittmatter, Juergens, Schwab and Williams. 


2008 

After an eight-year absence, the Hawkeyes regained 
the top spot on the NCAA Championship podium by 
winning the school’s 21st national title. The team 
crowned two individual champions - senior Mark Perry 
(165) and sophomore Brent Metcalf (149) - and had 
seven All-Americans. lowa won its 32nd Big Ten title 
and went 21-1 in dual competition and 8-0 in Big Ten 
duals. Head Coach Tom Brands was named Coach 
of the Year by the NWCA, W./.N. Magazine and the 
Big Ten. Metcalf was named the Dan Hodge Trophy 
winner, the Jesse Owens Big Ten Male Athlete of the 
Year, Outstanding Wrestler at the NCAA and Big Ten 
Championships and Big Ten Wrestler of the Year. 


2009 
Despite crowning no individual champions, the Hawk- 
eyes collected their second straight team title at the 
2009 NCAA Championships in St. Louis, MO. lowa 
scored 96.5 points, edging runner-up Ohio State by 
4.5 points, to record its 22nd NCAA team title. It's the 
closest margin of victory since lowa won the 1999 
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team title by two points. It also marks only the second 
time in school history the Hawkeyes have won the 
NCAA title without an individual champion. lowa also 
accomplished that feat in 1978. The Hawkeyes had 
a total of five All-Americans in juniors Brent Metcalf 
(149-2nd), Daniel Dennis (133-7th), Ryan Morning- 
star (165-3rd), Phillip Keddy (184-4th) and Dan Erek- 
son (Hwt.-4th). The Hawkeyes posted a perfect 24-0 
dual meet record, going 8-0 in Big Ten duals, and won 
their 33rd Big Ten team title. lowa also set the national 
collegiate dual meet attendance record of 15,955 
when it hosted lowa State at Carver-Hawkeye Arena. 


2010 

lowa closed out the 2009-10 season on the winner's 
stand, bringing the Big Ten and NCAA team trophies 
back to lowa City. lowa won its 23rd NCAA and 34th 
Big Ten titles while crowning three NCAA champions, 
eight All-Americans and two Big Ten champions. The 
team was undefeated at 23-0 in dual competition, 
marking the 13th perfect season in school history. 
lowa was also 11-0 at Carver-Hawkeye Arena and 8-0 
in Big Ten duals, winning its third straight conference 
regular season title. lowa won the 2009 Midlands 
and 2010 NWCAICIiff Keen National Duals Division 
| team titles, ending the season on a 61 dual-match 
winning streak and shutting out eight opponents 
- both of which are school records. Seniors Brent 
Metcalf and Jay Borschel, and redshirt freshman 
Matt McDonough won individual NCAA titles, while 
seniors Daniel Dennis, Dan Erekson, 
Phillip Keddy and Ryan Morningstar, 
and sophomore Montell Marion each 
earned All-America honors. Borschel 
and Erekson were lowa’s two Big Ten 
champions. McDonough was named 
Big Ten Freshman of the Year, and 
Head Coach Tom Brands was named 
Big Ten Coach of the Year for the third 
straight season. 


The Hawkeyes won their 23rd national team title at the 2010 NCAA Championships in Omaha. lowa scored 134.5 points 
while crowning three individual champions -- seniors Brent Metcalf (149) and Jay Borschel (174), and redshirt freshman

The WIN Magazine/Culture House Dan Hodge Trophy, presented by ASICS, is awarded annually to the nation’s most dominant college wrestler. It is 
named for the undefeated, three-time NCAA champion from Oklahoma University. Hodge has the highest pinning percentage in collegiate history, and 
was known for his dominating style of wrestling. The award was first presented in 1995. lowa’s award winners are Mark Ironside (1998), Brent Metcalf 


(2008) , and Spencer Lee (2020). 


Mark Ironside was a four-time All-Ameri- 
can, four-time Big Ten Champion and two- 
time NCAA Champion from 1995-98. A 
three-time Big Ten Wrestler of the Year, he 
was named Outstanding Wrestler of the 
1997 Big Ten Championships. Ironside 
ended his collegiate career on a 67-match 
winning streak that spanned three sea- 
sons. 


Brent Metcalf was a three-time All-Amer- 
ican, two-time NCAA Champion and two- 
time Big Ten Champion from 2008-10. The 
2008 Jesse Owens Big Ten Athlete of the 
Year, Metcalf was lowa’s Big Ten Medal 
of Honor winner in 2009. He was named 
Outstanding Wrestler of the 2008 NCAA 
Championships, and the 2008 and 2009 
Big Ten Championships. Metcalf earned 
spots on the NWCA All-Academic Team 
and Academic All-Big Ten team three 
times, and on the ESPN The Magazine 
Academic All-America team in 2010. 


Spencer Lee dominated the 125-pound 
weight class in 2020, outscoring his op- 
ponents, 234-18. He scored bonus points 
in 17 of 18 wins, recorded four first-period 
falls and nine technical falls, and aver- 
aged 5.0 team points per match. He fin- 
ished the season 18-0 and was named 
Big Ten Wrestler of the Year and NCAA 
Most Dominant Wrestler. Lee was the 
top-seed at 125 pounds and going for his 
third straight national title before the 2020 
NCAA Championships were called off 
March 12 due to the COVID-19 pandemic.

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DAN GABLE WRESTLING COMPLEX 


The Dan Gable Wrestling Complex was a part of the $47 million revitalization and expansion of Carver-Hawkeye Arena. The complex features an extended 
training space, a new locker room, new coaches locker room, student-athlete video center, and a new office suite. 


Carver-Hawkeye Arena has been the home of lowa wrestling since 1983. The facility 
is one of the finest of its kind in the world, and it seats 15,077 fans for a dual wrestling 
meet. The arena is named after the late Roy J. Carver, along-time friend and contribu- 
tor to the University. Carver had a love for lowa athletics and a lifelong affection for 
wrestling. Carver died in 1981 at the age of 71. 

lowa’s basketball, gymnastics, and volleyball squads also compete in the 
bowl-shaped arena. The multi-purpose building has also been the site of banquets, 
concerts, exhibition shows, and graduation ceremonies. Besides the main floor, 
where dual meets are staged, the arena boasts one of the best wrestling training 
rooms in the nation. The Dan Gable Wrestling Complex features three mats, a locker 
room, sauna, weight-lifting facilities, and retractable bleachers. 

The Board of Regents, State of lowa approved the schematic design, project de- 
scription, budget, and financing plan for a $47 million addition and revitalization of the 
arena that was completed in 2011. The Carver-Hawkeye Arena — Addition and Reno- 
vation Project added a practice facility immediately north of the arena for use by the 
Hawkeye men’s and women’s basketball and volleyball programs; renovation of the 
practice, fitness and weight-training facilities utilized by the wrestling program; reno- 
vation and expansion of other fitness and weight-training space in the arena utilized 
by the majority of lowa’s 24 sports; the renovation and expansion of locker rooms in 
the facility; and the renovation of existing and the creation of new office, meeting, and 
storage space for use by administrative and coaching staff of the Athletics Depart- 
ment. The project began in the fall of 2009 and the UI Department of Athletics moved 
back into the facility in July, 2011. 

The revitalization of the arena also extends into spaces used by the general public 
on game days and nights. This includes renovation of select concessions and rest- 
room facilities, and the creation of hospitality and meeting spaces. There are also club 
facilities for fans of the Hawkeyes who choose to participate in a variety of premium 
seating options similar to those available in the Paul W. Brechler Press Box at Kinnick 
Stadium. 

In 2016, a new four-sided centerhung video system was installed in the main 
arena. The video screen can display any combination of live video, instant replays, 
Statistics, game information, animations and sponsorship messages. 
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The Hawkeyes have a .911 winning percentage at Carver-Hawkeye Arena. lowa’s 
255-25 all-time mark in the building includes a record 11 home wins during the 2010 
and 2015 seasons. The Hawkeyes have recorded 21 undefeated seasons in Carver- 
Hawkeye, with the most recent (7-0) occurring in 2018-19. The first event held in the 
arena was a wrestling meet on January 3, 1983. lowa beat Oklahoma 35-7. lowa 
all-American Tim Riley won the first match contested in the arena. 

On Dec. 6, 2008, lowa set the then-NCAA wrestling dual meet attendance record 
when 15,955 fans saw the Hawkeyes defeat lowa State, 20-15, in Carver-Hawkeye 
Arena. 

In all, the Hawkeyes have hosted several conference and national tournaments. 
Four Big Ten (1983, 1994, 2005, and 2016) and four NCAA Championships (1986, 
1991, 1995 and 2001) were held in Carver-Hawkeye Arena, with lowa winning the 
team title five of the eight times. Carver-Hawkeye Arena also hosted the 2012 and 
2016 U.S. Olympic trials, the annual N.W.C.A. All-Star Wrestling Classic in 1993 and 
1996, and the Cliff Keen/N.W.C.A. National Duals in 1998 and 1999. 

In April 2018, Carver-Hawkeye Arena hosted the UWW World Cup, an international 
dual tournament featuring the top eight wrestling teams in the world.

lowa led the nation in attendance for the 14th consecutive season in 2019-20, 
setting an NCAA average attendance record of 12,568 fans in seven home dates. 
The 2019-20 season marked the 12th straight that lowa averaged more than 8,000 
fans. It also marks the first time in NCAA history that a program put more than 
10,000 fans in the building for every home dual. 

The previous average dual attendance record was 12,166, set by lowa in 2015- 
16, the season that opened with the “Grapple on the Gridiron” at Kinnick Stadium, 
an event where 42,287 people watched fourth-ranked lowa defeat top-ranked 
Oklahoma State, 18-16, on Nov. 14, 2015 at Kinnick Stadium.

Gary Barta is in his 15th year as the director of 
athletics at the University of lowa, where he occu- 
pies the Henry B. and Patricia B. Tippie Director of 
Athletics Chair. The position was endowed in 2017 
by the Tippies, longtime supporters of the Univer- 
sity of lowa and Hawkeye Athletics. Henry B. Tippie 
earned his Ul degree in 1949 and was presented 
with an honorary degree in 2009. 

Barta is in his second year as a member of the College Football Playoff 
(CFP) Selection Committee, serving as committee chairman in 2020. He was 
appointed to the selection committee by the CFP Management Committee in 
February, 2019 and is serving a three-year term. 

After claiming four Big Ten championships in 2018-19, lowa Athletics had a 
strong start to 2020 with the field hockey team winning both the regular sea- 
son and tournament championships while advancing to the NCAA Elite Eight. 
lowa’s soccer team advanced to the NCAA Tournament for the second time 
in school history and Hawkeye football completed a 10-win season with a re- 
sounding Holiday Bowl win over Southern California. 

Prior to the winter seasons being canceled due to COVID-19 in March, the 
Hawkeye wrestling team captured the Big Ten regular season and postseason 
championships, while men’s and women’s basketball were on pace to partici- 
pate in the 2020 NCAA tournaments. 


2019-20 Hawkeye Athletics Highlights 


e Win « 

Football: lowa football closed the season with a win over No. 22 Southern 
California in the 2019 Holiday Bowl, posting its 10th win of the season. lowa 
football has earned eight or more wins in each of the last five seasons. The 
Hawkeyes have won 47 games over the past five seasons, the best five-year 
win total in school history. Head coach Kirk Ferentz has earned 162 career 
victories at lowa, becoming the winningest football coach in school history. 
Along with the Holiday Bowl victory, lowa also won three of four rivalry trophy 
games. Two Hawkeye players were named Player of the Year at their position 
in the Big Ten Conference, and five were selected in the first round of the 2020 
NEL Draft. 


Wrestling: lowa claimed the Big Ten regular season and postseason cham- 
pionships, with three Hawkeyes winning individual Big Ten titles. lowa would 
have been represented by its entire 10-man line-up at the NCAA Champion- 
ships. Spencer Lee shared the Sullivan Award, presented to the top amateur 
athlete in the United States. He was also the Big Ten Wrestler of the Year and 
winner of the Dan Hodge Trophy. Coach Tom Brands was named Big Ten, Na- 
tional Wrestling Coaches Association (NWCA), and InterMat Coach of the Year 
following lowa’s undefeated season. lowa wrestling led the nation in home 
attendance for the 14th straight year, setting a new national record (12,568). 


Men’s Basketball: lowa was nationally ranked the final 10 weeks of the sea- 
son, including a final ranking of No. 25, prior to the season being canceled 
before the Big Ten Tournament. Junior center Luka Garza was named Big Ten 
Player of the Year and was a unanimous first-team All-Big Ten selection. Garza 
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was named National Player of the Year by six outlets, was a consensus first- 
team All-America honoree, and was the recipient of the Pete Newell Big Man 
of the Year and Kareem Abdul-Jabbar Center of the Year awards. Head coach 
Fran McCaffery has led lowa to postseason tournaments seven of the last 
eight seasons (4 NCAA, 3 NIT), and 2020 would have included another NCAA 
bid. McCaffery has guided lowa to 20 wins or more in six of the past eight sea- 
sons and upper-division Big Ten finishes seven of the past eight years. 


Women’s Basketball: Head coach Lisa Bluder’s team posted a 24-7 overall 
record in 2019-20, finishing third in the Big Ten (14-4). lowa was nationally 
ranked the final eight weeks of the season, ending the season ranked 21st and 
virtually locked in to receive another NCAA postseason invitation. Senior Kath- 
leen Doyle was named the Big Ten Player of the Year and was a third-team 
All-America selection. Bluder and her staff led lowa to its 11th 20-win season 
over the last 13 seasons and 13th in Bluder’s tenure. The Hawkeye women 
carry a 36-game home winning streak into the 2020-21 season. 


Field Hockey: lowa claimed the Big Ten Conference regular season title and 
the postseason tournament championships. The Hawkeyes advanced to the 
NCAA Elite Eight. Sixth-year head coach Lisa Cellucci and her staff were 
named National Field Hockey Coaches Association (NFHCA) West Region 
Coaching Staff of the Year for the second straight season, and Katie Birch 
was named NFHCA West Region Player of the Year. Maddy Murphy and Birch 
earned All-America honors, and 11 Hawkeyes were named to the Division | 
National Academic Squad. 


Soccer: The women’s soccer team tied lowa’s school record with 15 wins, 
including seven victories in Big Ten play. lowa earned its second-ever NCAA 
Tournament berth after being ranked as high as 19th during the regular sea- 
son. Three Hawkeyes earned All-Big Ten honors and two players -- Kaleigh 
Haus and Hannah Drkulec -- earned first-team Academic All-America honors. 
The team also had a school-record 19 Academic All-Big Ten selections. 


Track & Field: The lowa men’s track and field team was not able to defend its 
Big Ten Conference Championship due to the mid-March cancellation of the 
spring season. Wayne Lawrence was named Big Ten Athlete of the Year, lead- 
ing the Hawkeye men to a second-place finish at the Big Ten Indoor Champion- 
ships, the highest for lowa since 1963. Lawrence earned three gold medals at 
the championships. 

Laulauga Tausaga led the lowa women at the Big Ten Indoor Champion- 
ships, capturing a conference title in the weight throw. She was named Mid- 
west Regional Athlete of the Year for the second straight indoor season. 


Rowing: Sixth-year head coach Andrew Carter led lowa to its third consecu- 
tive NCAA Championships appearance in 2019, placing 13th overall with 63 
points. The Hawkeyes have been nationally ranked for a program-best 31 
straight weeks, peaking at No. 8 in 2019. The 2020 season was canceled prior 
to any official competition. 


Men’s Tennis: The Hawkeyes were ranked as high as No. 20 in the nation 
while posting a 12-2 record prior to the cancellation of the season. The ranking 
is the highest in program history. Will Davies and Oliver Okonkwo were ranked 
No. 10 nationally, the highest ranking by a doubles team in school history. 
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Women’s Tennis: Elise van Heuvelen Treadwell was named first-team All-Big 
Ten, and the Hawkeyes were 1-0 in league play prior to the season’s cancel- 
lation. 


Baseball: Baseball posted a 10-5 record prior to the season being canceled, 
posting three wins over nationally ranked opponents in the early portion of 
the season. After 15 games, the Hawkeyes led the Big Ten in both hitting and 
fielding. Coach Rick Heller earned career win No. 900, and first baseman Pey- 
ton Williams was named a Collegiate Baseball Freshman All-American. The 
Hawkeyes also tied a school record with 12 Academic All-Big Ten selections. 


Swimming & Diving: lowa swimming and diving posted 12 school records 
during the 2019-20 season, and the Hawkeyes had six athletes named Col- 
lege Swimming Coaches Association of America (CSCAA) All-Americans. The 
men’s team was ranked 20th in the final CSCAA Dual Meet rankings, and the 
team placed sixth at the Big Ten Championships — its highest finish since 2012. 
The women placed 10th at the Big Ten Championships with 430 points, the 
most points for the program since 2014.

Hawkeye student-athletes set all-time highs with a 90 percent Graduation 
Success Rate (GSR) and 76 percent Federal Graduation Rate (FGR) for a 
four-class average. UI student-athletes rank higher than the national aver- 
age in GSR and FGR. 


Eight UI programs posted a perfect GSR score: soccer, women’s swimming, 
field hockey, men’s golf, volleyball, women’s golf, women’s gymnastics, and 
men’s gymnastics. 


Hawkeye student-athletes had an average GPA of 3.27 during the 2019-20 
academic year and have had an average GPA of over 3.0 the last six years.
